Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails to 
teach or to reasonably suggest, with respect to claims 9-15, a method for fabricating a wire grid 
polarizer, comprising, inter alia, a step of depositing a wire grid material comprising a 
dielectric material sandwiched between two metallic materials, wherein said dielectric and 
metallic materials act in concert to suppress reflection of rejected polarization^ and with 
respect to claims 26-31, a method of fabricating an integrated optical isolator, comprising, inter 
alia, wherein said wire grid material deposited on at least one of the first and second surfaces of 
said substrate comprises a dielectric material sandwiched between two metallic materials, and 
wherein said dielectric and metallic materials act in concert to suppress reflection of rejected 
polarization, as set forth in the claimed combination.
